The vote Thursday rep resented a 
leadership victory for Majority Leader 
Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron, who 
warded off a minor rebellion in his 21- 
senator caucus. 
Sen.

Freeman, D-29 


Canton, was the only Democrat to 
leave ranks as the bill went to an un­ 
certain fate in the House. He said he 
had been bombarded with about 3,000 
letters and calls from constituents, 
ang ry because the bill p uts Stark 
County into three sep arate districts. It 
does the same to Warren and Gark, 
and has 21 other counties sitting in 
more than one district. 
Otherwise, the long p artisan debate 
was reminiscent of many earlier oc­ 
casions when one p olitical p arty or 
another— mostly the Rep ublicans 


in recent y ears—decided to reshap e 
districts while they controlled both 
houses of the leg islature. 
Rep ublicans did it in 1964 and ag ain 
in 1968, with results that g ave them a 
14-9 marg in in Ohio’s cong ressional 
deleg ation. The edg e now is down to 13- 
10, and Sen. Marig ene Valiquette, D-ll 
Toledo, sp onsor of the p ending bill, 
thinks Democrats can turn this around 
with the new map . Some Democrats 
ex p ect to p ick up four or five additional 
seats. 
Sen. Sam Sp eck, D-20 New Concord, 


and others voiced ex p ected cries of 
“ g erry m andering ” and p redicted 
Ohioans will resent the Democratic 
handiwork at a time when redistricting 
isn’t needed. The job theoretically is to 
be done every 10 y ears following the 
U.S. Census. 
Noting that new districts will be 
drawn ag ain in I960, Sp eck arg ued that 
the current p lan would stir “voter 
confusion."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Wholesale 
p rices fell six -tenths of one p ercent in 
June, the big g est drop in nearly four 
y ears, the g overnment rep orted today . 
But the g ood news was offset by a rise 
in the unemp loy ment rate from 6.9 p er 
cent to 7.1 p er cent. 


A big drop in farm p rices led the 
p rice decline last month, an indication 
of an easing of inflationary p ressures 
at the wholesale level. 
Wholesale p rices g enerally p resag e 
p rices consumers p ay and the effects 
of last month’s decline could first show 
up at sup ermarket counters following 
several months of rap idly rising food 
p rices. 
The increase in the jobless rate was 
the first in four months, as the number 
of Americans without jobs in June rose 
by 210,000 to 7 .9 million. Most of the 
increase occured among adult women, 
whose jobless rate rose from 6.6 to 7 .2 
p er cent. 
The p rice news was certain to cheer 
the Carter administration, which has 
been deep ly worried over p rice rep orts 
in p revious months that showed in­ 
flation increasing at a 10 p er cent 
annual rate during the first quarter. 
However, the turnaround in the 
unemp loy ment rate could be a 
disturbing 
sig n, 
indicating 
the 
economy is not p roducing enoug h jobs 
to satisfy all those looking for work. 
Administration 
officials 
have 


cautioned that unemp loy ment mig ht 
increase in some months but are 
p redicting the jobless rate will decline 
to about 6.5 p er cent by the y ear’s end. 
Not all of the job rep ort was bad. 
Emp loy ment continued to increase 
last month, rising by 27 0,000 to a total 
of 90.7 million. Emp loy ment g rew by 
2.9 million over the p ast eig ht months 
as the economy continued to ex p and. 
However, there was also a larg e g ain 
in the size of the labor force last 
month, which rose by 480,000 to 97 .6 
million. The labor force includes those 
at work and those looking for work. 
•The unemp loy ment rate had been 
declining almost continuously from the 
1976 hig h of 8 p er cent recorded in 
November, rising only in January 
when the severe winter weather and 
related fuel shortag es forced larg e 
numbers of lay offs. 
Among the various g roup s, the 
Labor Dep artm ent rep orted the 
jobless rate for adult men drop p ed to 5 
p er cent from 5.3 p er cent last month. 
The teenag e jobless rate rose to 18.6 
p er cent from 17 .9 p er cent. 
Unemp loy ment among household 
heads, reg arded as the family 
breadwinner, edg ed down to 4.3 p er 
cent from 4.5 p er cent. 
Joblessness among whites rose 
slig htly to 6.3 p er cent from 6.2 p er 
cent, while the rate for blacks in­ 
creased to 13.2 p er cent from 12.9 p er 
cent.

Not a lax ative. Bed tested for effective 
results. Do not use with strang ers, or 
casual acquaintances.” 
Sex -Lax bears the seal of ap p roval of 
"The Unp lanned Parenthood Leag ue,” 
and the p roduct turns out to be tablets 
of cinnamon-flavored chewing g um. 
Ex -Lax charg ed in its suit that the 
take-off on its p roduct has caused it 
“g reat and irrep arable damag e,” and 
said, “ the notation Sex -Lax so 
resembles the trademark Ex -Lax as to 
be likely to cause confusion and 
mistake and to deceive and said use 
has been without the consent, license, 
or authorization of the p laintiffs.”

Ohio Lawmakers Wrap Up Busy Week 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Wholesale 
prices fell six-tenths of one percent in 
June, the biggest drop in nearly four 
years, the government reported today. 
But the good news was offset by a rise 
in the unemployment rate from 6.9 per 
cent to 7.1 per cent. 


A big drop in farm prices led the 
price decline last month, an indication 
of an easing of inflationary pressures 
at the wholesale level. 
Wholesale prices generally presage 
prices consumers pay and the effects 
of last month’s decline could first show 
up at supermarket counters following 
several months of rapidly rising food 
prices. 
The increase in the jobless rate was 
the first in four months, as the number 
of Americans without jobs in June rose 
by 210,000 to 7.9 million. Most of the 
increase occured among adult women, 
whose jobless rate rose from 6.6 to 7.2 
per cent. 
The price news was certain to cheer 
the Carter administration, which has 
been deeply worried over price reports 
in previous months that showed in­ 
flation increasing at a IO per cent 
annual rate during the first quarter. 
However, the turnaround in the 
unemployment rate could be a 
disturbing 
sign, 
indicating 
the 
economy is not producing enough jobs 
to satisfy all those looking for work. 
Administration 
officials 
have 


cautioned that unemployment might 
increase in some months but are 
predicting the jobless rate will decline 
to about 6.5 per cent by the year’s end. 
Not all of the job report was bad. 
Employment continued to increase 
last month, rising by 270,000 to a total 
of 90.7 million. Employment grew by 
2.9 million over the past eight months 
as the economy continued to expand. 
However, there was also a large gain 
in the size of the labor force last 
month, which rose by 480,000 to 97.6 
million. The labor force includes those 
at work and those looking for work. 
•The unemployment rate had been 
declining almost continuously from the 
1976 high of 8 per cent recorded in 
November, rising only in January 
when the severe winter weather and 
related fuel shortages forced large 
numbers of layoffs. 
Among the various groups, the 
Labor Department reported the 
jobless rate for adult men dropped to 5 
per cent from 5.3 per cent last month. 
The teenage jobless rate rose to 18.6 
per cent from 17.9 per cent. 
Unemployment among household 
heads, regarded as the family 
breadwinner, edged down to 4.3 per 
cent from 4.5 per cent. 
Joblessness among whites rose 
slightly to 6.3 per cent from 6.2 per 
cent, while the rate for blacks in­ 
creased to 13.2 per cent from 12.9 per 
cent.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Moscow is 
stepping up its attack against U.S. 
development of the neutron bomb as 
President Carter considers whether to 
move ahead with production of the 
weapon. 
After disclosure Thursday that the 
warhead has been tested underground 
in Nevada, a Russian commentator 
wrote in a dispatch reported by the 
Soviet news agency Tass that instead 
of seeking a satisfactory settlement of 
the U.S.-Soviet strategic arms talks, 
“the American administration is doing 
everything possible to complicate 
these negotiations.” 
The commentator, Yuri Kornilov, 
wrote, “This round in the race for 
illusive military superiority is an 
extremely dangerous venture which 
jeopardizes the cause of deepening and _ 
strengthening detente.” 
Administration officials refused to 
respond to the Soviet commentary. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance said 
last week in Paris that U.S.-Soviet 
relations have been strained by “very 
substantial” differences over strategic 
arms limitations and human rights.

Sex-Lax bears the seal of approval of 
“The Unplanned Parenthood League,” 
and the product turns out to be tablets 
of cinnamon-flavored chewing gum. 
Ex-Lax charged in its suit that the 
take-off on its product has caused it 
“great and irreparable damage,” and 
said, “the notation Sex-Lax so 
resembles the trademark Ex-Lax as to 
be likely to cause confusion and 
mistake and to deceive and said use 
has been without the consent, license, 
or authorization of the plaintiffs.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio <AP) - A bill 
introduced to permit drilling for oil 
and gas in Lake Erie has been turned 
upside down by an amendment which 
would extend the current moratorium 
for two years. 
“ Drilling in Lake Erie will only 
delay the state from finding a more 
permanent solution to the energy 
problem,” said Rep. Robert Boggs, EX- 
97 J efferson, sponsor of the committee 
amendment. "It poses grave en­ 
vironmental questions that have not 
yet been satisfactorily answered by 
those who favor drilling.” 
The Senate-approved bill had 
already been watered down in the 
upper chamber to limit drilling to 
three test wells for gas only, before 
expiration of the present ban on J uly 1, 
1978. 
Rep. Dale Locker, D-8Q Anna, said 
he would schedule a vote on the 
amended bill next week in his House 
Agriculture and Natural Resources 
Committee. 
Locker, who opposed the Boggs 
amendment, said supporters of 
drilling would probably try to alter the 
bill on the House floor or in a joint 
conference committee. 
But Boggs is expected to draw some 
support for his position from en­ 
vironmentalists; a separate bill to 
continue the ban is pending in the 
Senate. 
"The relatively small amount of 
energy located under Lake Erie is not 
worth the risks that are associated in 
obtaining it,” the Ashtabula County 
lawmaker said. 
"Even after full production, which 
would occur only after the drilling of 
over 1,300 gas wells, there would only 
be enough gas recovered to meet about 
4 of this state’s total need for natural 
gas.”

ST. CHARLES, Va. (AP) - An 
explosion that killed four coal miners 
in this southwestern Virginia com­ 
munity was caused by methane gas 
concentrations above federal limits, 
authorities said early today. 
"If you had an explosion there would 
had to have been a safety violation,” 
said Frank Mann, supervisor of 
mining engineering for the Virginia 
district of the Federal 
Mining 
Enforcement 
and 
Safety 
Administration. 
Mann made the comment shortly 
after the four miners were brought out 
of the PfcP Coal Co. pit around 2 a.m. 
The victims’ widows stood around 
the mine entrance as the bodies were 
brought to the surface. 
J anie Perkins of J onesville, whose 
31-year-old husband Bill was one of 
those killed, wept loudly during the 10 
minutes it took rescuers to cover the 
charred bodies and transfer them from 
mine cars to ambulances. 
The other victims were identified as 
Harold J ohnson, 33, and Harold Wells, 
40, both of St. Charles, and Danny 
Tester, 29 , of Woodway. 
Authorities said the four men died 
almost immediately from heat shock 
and carbon monoxide poisoning after 
the explosion racked the mine shortly 
after 10 a.m. Thursday. 
Fourteen other miners who were 
working about 1,500 yards from the 
explosion escaped unharmed.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (API - Senators 
added their approval Thursday to a 
House bill which will enable the state 
to begin restoring about 370,000 acres 
of land ravaged by strip mining before 
Ohio enacted its 1972 reclamation law. 


Sen. Kinsey Milleson, D-30 Freeport, 
who sponsored the bill in the Senate, 
noted that beginning J uly 1, the state 
severance tax on coal and other 
minerals will be earmarked for 
projects laid out by the natural 
resources department. 
Under the bill, the state can restore 
privately owned lands if a deter­ 
mination is made that a project will 
benefit the general public—such as 
eliminating a source of pollution. 


Also under the bill, which returned to 
the House for consideration of minor 
Senate changes, the state may pur­ 
chase land, reclaim it, and sell the 
improved property. 
The severance tax will yield an 
estimated $4 million a year.

KENT, Ohio (AP) — Members of the 
May Fourth Coalition demonstrating 
against construction of a new gym­ 
nasium annex at Kent State University 
planned today to picket the school’s 
president-designate, 
Dr. 
Brage 
Golding, during his visit to the cam­ 
pus. 
Meanwhile, the arrest of two persons 
and an incident involving a third, all of 
them nonstudents, sparked a noisy but 
peaceful march by the coalition out­ 
side campus police headquarters late 
Thursday. 
The marchers allege that campus 
police are trying to harass them by 
enforcing what the demonstrators call 
technical violations of university 
policy. But a spokesman for the 
university denied the charge. 
About IOO hand-clapping, slogan- 
shouting demonstrators marched for 
15 minutes outside the police station, 
then dispersed. 
Two coalition members 
were 
arrested by campus police inside a 
dormitory closed to students during 
the summer. 
The university said Mark Canfora, 
19, of Barberton, was charged with 
criminal trespass, while his sister, 
Roseann, 27, was charged with 
disorderly conduct.

NEW YORK (AP) — In the com­ 
puter age of financing, with deals 
becoming 
more 
creative 
and 
sophisticated, the old country doctor 
approach to investment banking is 
giving way to the specialist. 
On a recent transaction, said a 
Merrill Lynch man, the specialist 
team consisted of experts in com­ 
mercial paper, industrial revenue 
bonds, private placements 
and 
leasing. Coordinator was the lead 
investment banker. 
Not too many years ago one in­ 
vestment banker, dealing with a 
corporation’s chief financial officer 
and chief executive, might have 
guided most of the financing needs of a 
company. 
At Merrill Lynch, where various 
investment units have just been in­ 
tegrated into a Capital Markets 
Committee, some executives think the 
new competition in sophistication is 
more significant than talk of a capital 
shortage. 
Times have changed. Companies 
that used to come into the capital 
markets once every two or three years 
now seek financing two or three times 
a year, said William Schreyer, 
executive 
vice 
president-capital 
markets. 
Competition for money is intense. 
Plants today cost much more than just 
a decade ago, and the federal govern­ 
ment is heavily into the market, 
competing for lendable funds because 
of its big deficit. 
New 
regulations 
concerning 
pollution control, strip mining and 
reforestation add to the competition. 
So does the increasing competition for 
capital by foreign firms. So also does 
the need for energy exploration. 
Competition in the use of money also 
has intensified; more so than before a 
company’s success might depend on 
the use of creative rather than con­ 
ventional financing. Asset financing, 
lease financing and the like are more 
common. 
Competition also is growing among 
investment bankers for a piece of the 
action.

that is, with the most money at the 
least cost — captures the business. 
Equally demanding are lenders, who 
often seek tax shelters. “ Any areas 
where the tax law is involved usually 
give rise to creativity,” said J. Arthur 
Urciuoli, managing director of the 
Capital Markets Group. 
Urciuoli lists five distinct ways in 
which a health care facility can be 
financed. Three of these involve 
federal programs. The other two in­ 
volve financing in the tax-exempt 
markets, by creating a health 
authority that issues bonds or by a 
municipality itself issuing them. 


‘‘Around here,” said Schreyer,

With its sales force backed by the 
expertise of specialists, Merrill Lynch, 
already the biggest factor in capital 
markets, is convinced it can obtain an 
even larger share. 
That market, it estimates, will 
require the raising of $47 billion in 
corporate financing, and $100 billion in 
federal, state and municipal financing, 
over the next 12 months. 
It will be assembled in packages so 
intricate, so sophisticated, that it will 
be difficult for any one individual, pre 
or postcomputer, to conceive, struc­ 
ture or understand all of them. 
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are jumping mediocre blacks over 
qualified whites merely to attain a 
balance.

The world is full of Archie Bunkers - 
white ones and black ones. No one can 
deny that in racial relations this nation 
has came a long way between the May, 
1954, decision of the Supreme Court 
and now. That is law. People, as 
Martin Luther King once said, should 
be able to pick the good laws from the 
bad ones and disobey those with which 
they disagree. 
If law is supreme, why do we have a 
Black Caucus in Congress? There is no 
White Caucus. If our congressmen are 
elected as qualified persons, rather 
than as blacks, whites, Jews and 
Puerto Ricans, why must this great 
body be divided along racial and 
ethnical lines? 


Aren’t we, first of all, Americans? 
The idealist’s hopes are always too 
high. We have been racial and ethnical 
so long that even the new “ equals” are 
playing the game. Nothing and no one 
is ever quite equal. 
When the blacks drove the whites out 
of the Belgian Congo, black soldiers 
forced nuns to lie on the road and 
urinated on them. When it happened, I 
heard no protest from Andrew Young. 
Or anyone else. 
Three black freedom riders were 
buried alive in Mississippi. The local 
police department grinned. It required 
the maligned FB I to find the bodies 
and start prosecution of the guilty. 
This is not to say that either side is 
worse. At the moment, the scales of 
justice favor the black man. The 
weakness in justice is that it is not only 
blind but sometimes dumb. 


The statutes have found no way of 
persuading the whites to accept the 
blacks after dark. When night falls, the 
white man sticks to his neighborhood 
and the black man remains in his area. 
In many cities, it is dangerous for 
one to cross over into the other. When 
riots start, which side loots whose 
stores? In Watts and in Newark, black 
shopowners saved themselves by 
hanging signs in the front windows: 
“ Soul Brother.” 
Racism is steeped in history. It is as 
two-sided as a coin. The black man has 
moved a long way economically. His 
sons get better educations than ever. 
But he doesn’t love whitey and sees no 
reason why he should. His atavistic 
instincts tell him that he has been on 
the bottom too long. 


What he accords to the white man is 
civility. And this is what he gets in 
return. There is a wary cordiality 
between the two in business and in 
government. 
I spoke to a police inspector in New 
York about it. The blacks had moved 
south around the edge of Central Park. 
They bought up hundreds of brown- 
stone houses. “ Now we have a new 
situation,” the cop said. ‘/When a 
Puerto Rican buys a house, the blacks 
move out.” . ..

No joke. Our son came home two 
weeks ago with green hair. With a good 
shampooing it disappeared. He was as 
mystified as I. He and his friends had 
been swimming in a pool. I checked 
with the other families. None of the 
other boys had the look of a man from 
mars.

Dear Mrs. D.: 
Very recently, this startling con­ 
dition was reported in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association. 


At the William Beaumont Army 
Medical Center in Texas, Colonel 
Richard Lampe described two cases of 
children whose hair turned green. Both 
were blond and were five years old. It 
appeared that the culprit was an ex­ 
cess of copper in the water of the 
swimming pool. 


As with your son, the green color 
disappeared with shampoos and by 
staying out of such pools. 
This phenomenon has been noted, 
too, by some people who work in 
copper industries. Dr. Lampe has also 
seen temporary green hair in persons 
who bleach their hair in the summer 
months and swim in chlorinated water. 
Copper is sometimes put in the water 
to prevent the growth of algae. Acid 
corrosion of copper pipes may also be 
responsible. The condition is not a 
dangerous one. 


He’s very interested in chemistry. 
With all the emphasis on cancer- 
forming drugs, do you think exposure 
to this type of work will ev^tuaUy be 
dangerous to him?

Dear Mrs. M.: 
Teachers of chemistry are alert to 
the possible harmful effects of some 
chemicals.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Widespread 
rains again have helped boost com and 
soybean prospects in major crop areas 
of the United States and are also im­ 
proving the outlook for grain in other 
key regions of the world. 
As of Sunday, “ rains in most of the 
Corn 
Belt spurred growth and 
development, pushing the 1977 crop 
toward 
an 
earlier-than-normal 
m aturity,” the department said 
Wednesday in a weekly review of crops 
and weather. 
For example, the Illinois com crop 
was 33 per cent in the “ silk” stage of 
development, compared with 2 per 
cent a year ago and the long-term 
average of 6 per cent as of July 3. 
But dry weather in the South was 
still hurting corn prospects in 
Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia and 
Florida, where the crop overall was 
rated “ fair to good,” officials said. 
The 
soybean 
crop 
nationally 
benefited from rains, with the ex­ 
ception of fields in the Southeast and 
parts of Virginia, the report said. 
“ Plant growth exceeded many 
recent years and development sur­ 
passed the normal,” the report said. 
“ Blooming reached 17 to 23 per cent in 
some of the northcentral states, 
compared with the 3 to 10 per cent 
normal.” 
Cotton was also developing rapidly 
and was rated in fair to good shape. 
The winter wheat harvest nationally 
advanced to 56 per cent complete, 
slightly ahead of the normal pace. The 
Kansas crop was 55 per cent har­ 
vested, compared with 50 per cent last 
year and the normal progress of 60 per

NEW YORK (AP) — In the com­ 
puter age of financing, with deals 
becoming 
more 
creative 
and 
sophisticated, the old country doctor 
approach to investment banking is 
giving way to the specialist. 
On a recent transaction, said a 
Merrill Lynch man, the specialist 
team consisted of experts in com­ 
mercial paper, industrial revenue 
bonds, private placements and 
leasing. Coordinator was the lead 
investment banker. 
Not too many years ago one in­ 
vestment banker, dealing with a 
corporation’s chief financial officer 
and chief executive, might have 
guided most of the financing needs of a 
company. 
At Merrill Lynch, where various 
investment units have just been in­ 
tegrated into a Capital Markets 
Committee, some executives think the 
new competition in sophistication is 
more significant than talk of a capital 
shortage. 
Times have changed. Companies 
that used to come into the capital 
markets once every two or three years 
now seek financing two or three times 
a year, said William Schreyer, 
executive vice president-capital 
markets. 
Competition for money is intense. 
Plants today cost much more than just 
a decade ago, and the federal govern­ 
ment is heavily into the market, 
competing for lendable funds because 
of its big deficit. 
New 
regulations 
concerning 
pollution control, strip mining and 
reforestation add to the competition. 
So does the increasing competition for 
capital by foreign firms. So also does 
the need for energy exploration. 
Competition in the use of money also 
has intensified; more so than before a 
company’s success might depend on 
the use of creative rather than con­ 
ventional financing. Asset financing, 
lease financing and the like are more 
common. 
Competition also is growing among 
investment bankers for a piece of the 
action. The adviser who can come up 
with the most creative financing — 


that is, with the most money at the 
least cost — captures the business. 
Equally demanding are lenders, who 
often seek tax shelters. “Any areas 
where the tax law is involved usually 
give rise to creativity,” said J. Arthur 
Urciuoli, managing director of the 
Capital Markets Group. 
Urciuoli lists five distinct ways in 
which a health care facility can be 
financed. Three of these involve 
federal programs. The other two in­ 
volve financing in the tax-exempt 
markets, by creating a health 
authority that issues bonds or by a 
municipality itself issuing them. 
“Around here,” said Schreyer, 
“some ask are you precomputer or 
postcomputer,” and to be sure, the 
electronic computer has permitted 
financing refinements that might have 
been dreamed yesterday but are being 
realized today. 
The computer is both symbol and 
mechanical heart of the new financing, 
of which Merrill Lynch seeks a larger 
share by centralizing various units in 
the Capital Markets Group. 
Schreyer, who heads the group, sees 
the new arrangement as being 
customer rather than product- 
oriented, an approach which mer­ 
chandisers in some other lines might 
think is somewhat late in coming. 
Another advantage is also sought, 
said Schreyer. “We have a great sales 
force,” he said without hint of pride or 
modesty. “But we also have great 
talent in other areas which we’ll be 
trying to utilize more now.” 


With its sales force backed by the 
expertise of specialists, Merrill Lynch, 
already the biggest factor in capital 
markets, is convinced it can obtain an 
even larger share. 
That market, it estimates, will 
require the raising of $47 billion in 
corporate financing, and HOO billion in 
federal, state and municipal financing, 
over the next 12 months. 
It will be assembled in packages so 
intricate, so sophisticated, that it will 
be difficult for any one individual, pre 
or postcomputer, to conceive, struc­ 
ture or understand all of them.

People, as 
Martin Luther King once said, should 
be able to pick the good laws from the 
bad ones and disobey those with which 
they disagree. 
If law is supreme, why do we have a 
Black Caucus in Congress? There is no 
White Caucus. If our congressmen are 
elected as qualified persons, rather 
than as blacks, whites, Jews and 
Puerto Ricans, why must this great 
body be divided along racial and 
ethnical lines? 
Aren’t we, first of all, Americans? 
The idealist’s hopes are always too 
high. We have been racial and ethnical 
so long that even the new “equals” are 
playing the game. Nothing and no one 
is ever quite equal. 
When the blacks drove the whites out 
of the Belgian Congo, black soldiers 
forced nuns to lie on the road and 
urinated on them. When it happened, I 
heard no protest from Andrew Young. 
Or anyone else. 
Three black freedom riders were 
buried alive in Mississippi. The local 
police department grinned. It required 
the maligned FBI to find the bodies 
and start prosecution of the guilty. 
This is not to say that either side is 
worse. At the moment, the scales of 
justice favor the black man. The 
weakness in justice is that it is not only 
blind but sometimes dumb. 
The statutes have found no way of 
persuading the whites to accept the 
blacks after dark. When night falls, the 
white man sticks to his neighborhood 
and the black man remains in his area. 
In many cities, it is dangerous for 
one to cross over into the other. When 
riots start, which side loots whose 
stores? In Watts and in Newark, black 
shopowners saved themselves by 
hanging signs in the front windows: 
“Soul Brother.” 
Racism is steeped in history. It is as 
two-sided as a coin. The black man has 
moved a long way economically. His 
sons get better educations than ever. 
But he doesn’t love whitey and sees no 
reason why he should. His atavistic 
instincts tell him that he has been on 
the bottom too long. 
What he accords to the white man is 
civility. And this is what he gets in 
return. There is a wary cordiality 
between the two in business and in 
government. 
I spoke to a police inspector in New 
York about it. The blacks had moved 
south around the edge of Central Park. 
They bought up hundreds of brown­ 
stone houses. “Now we have a new 
situation,” the cop said. ‘.‘When a 
Puerto Rican buys a house, the blacks 
move out.” . . .

Speaking Of Your Health

No joke. Our son came home two 
weeks ago with green hair. With a good 
shampooing it disappeared. He was as 
mystified as I. He and his friends had 
been swimming in a pool. I checked 
with the other families. None of the 
other boys had the look of a man from 
mars.

Dear Mrs. D.: 
Very recently, this startling con­ 
dition was reported in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association. 
At the WiUiam Beaumont Army 
Medical Center in Texas, Colonel 
Richard Lampe described two cases of 
children whose hair turned green. Both 
were blond and were five years old. It 
appeared that the culprit was an ex­ 
cess of copper in the water of the 
swimming pool. 


As with your son, the green color 
disappeared with shampoos and by 
staying out of such pools. 
This phenomenon has been noted, 
too, by some people who work in 
copper industries. Dr. Lampe has also 
seen temporary green hair in persons 
who bleach their hair in the summer 
months and swim in chlorinated water. 
Copper is sometimes put in the water 
to prevent the growth of algae. Acid 
corrosion of copper pipes may also be 
responsible. The condition is not a 
dangerous one.

With all the emphasis on cancer- 
forming drugs, do you think exposure 
to this type of work will eirentually be 
dangerous to him?

WASHINGTON (AP) - Widespread 
rains again have helped boost com and 
soybean prospects in major crop areas 
of the United States and are also im­ 
proving the outlook for grain in other 
key regions of the world.

For example, the Illinois com crop 
was 33 per cent in the “silk” stage of 
development, compared with 2 per 
cent a year ago and the long-term 
average of 6 per cent as of July 3. 
But dry weather in the South was 
still hurting corn prospects in 
Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia and 
Florida, where the crop overaU was 
rated “fair to good,” officials said.

ception of fields in the Southeast and 
parts of Virginia, the report said. 
“ Plant growth exceeded many 
recent years and development sur­ 
passed the normal,” the report said.

Cinader said he avoids soap box 
stands because “they’re not terribly 
entertaining and it’s unfair for me to 
express a partisan point of view 
because people who disagree with me 
don’t have equal access to the air.” 
The show is centered on the ac­ 
tivities of a fire station, where the two 
paramedics work, and a hospital, 
where Robert Fuller and Bobby Troup 
are doctors and Julie London is a 
nurse. The doctors direct the activities 
of the paramedics by radio. 
“Emergency!,” which some people 
dismiss as kid stuff, has had an 
astonishing effect across the country. 
When it came on the air there were 
only five or six paramedic units in the 
country. Now there are about 250, and 
the series has received some of the 
credit from officials for spreading this 
life-saving concept. 
Cinader, who is co-creator of the 
series, said he doesn’t worry about 
running out of rescue situations — he 
just uses the same ones over and over. 
“If you put your primary focus on 
people rather than the situation, you 
can use the same situation 50 times,” 
he said. “I’ve used heart attacks many 
times, both seriously and as comedy. 
I’ve had a man have a heart attack 
with a hooker, or a bookie in a locked 
room while he’s taking bets. 
“It isn’t the situation. It’s the 
reaction of people to it. You can play it 
for drama or comedy, as long as ifs 
done with taste.” 


Cinader said he purposely uses 
comedy relief at the station house 
between the rescue sequences. 
“Most people who develop dramatic 
shows tend to be too heavy-handed,” 
lie said. “But people in high tension 
jobs let off steam and tend to be a little 
flaky. They do it to relieve the tension. 
“People think it’s hoked up, but it 
really happens in fire stations. They 
play practical jokes on each other. And 
I think it gives the show a balance. The 
audience gets bored if you keep the 
same mood throughout a show.” 
“Emergency!,” which is now in 
reruns, goes off the air as a regular 
series at the end of the summer. But

I^ater this mo nth Dr. Sherard plans 
to go to Birmingham, England, to 
discuss SV with the leading ex pert, Dr.

Sherard’s FDA pro po sal will o utline 
a test perio d o f 18 mo nths to two y ears, 
he said. He wo uld test it first with 
y o ung 
patients who se 
epileptic 
seizures hav e no t been co ntro lled by 
any av ailable therapy . Then, “ I wo uld 
start using it as the first drug.” 
The o nly present SV study is being 
do ne by the Natio nal Institute o f 
Health in Bethesda, Md. 
Abbo tt Labo rato ries has been 
licensed to inv estigate the drug since 
1974, but SV is no t ex pected to be 
av ailable to U.S. patients fo r at least 
two mo re y ears. 
“ There is little o r no do ubt this is 
pro bably the drug o f cho ice 
in 
generalized epilepsy ,” Sherard said. 
“ Its been aro und since 1971, and is in 
use in England, France, So uth 
America and Canada.” 
Sherard said SV has been effectiv e 
alo ne o r with o ther drugs in co ntro lling 
epileptic seizures.

Ho o v er Dam, lo cated in Black 
Cany o n between Nev ada and Arizo na, 
is co nsidered o ne o f this co untry ’s 
sev en mo dem civ il engineer wo nders. 
This arch grav ity dam was co m­ 
pleted in 1935 and still ho lds the ho no r 
o f being the Western Hemisphere's 
highest co ncrete dam. It stands 726 
feet high. 
Its reserv o ir, lake Mead, ex tends 
nearly 115 miles into the cany o n and is 
this co untry ’s largest man made lake. 
The reserv o ir has a sho reline o f 550 
miles, a depth o f 500 feet and 26 ,100,000 
acre-feet o f water. 
The water sto red by this dam 
pro v ides irrigatio n fo r o v er 750,000 
acres in parts o f so uthern Califo rnia 
and Arizo na. The lake co ntains two 
y ears av erage Co lo rado Riv er flo w. 
Electricity generated at the po wer 
plant at the base o f the dam pro v ides 
electricity fo r Nev ada, Arizo na and 
Califo rnia. 
Otherwise unusable, the desert lands 
o f Califo rnia and Arizo na were co n­ 
v erted to rich farmlands by the dam, 
pro ducing fruits and v egetables. The 
av erage inco me amo unts to hundreds 
o f do llars per acre. 
In o ne y ear, Ho o v er Dam and Lake 
Mead attracts o v er fiv e millio n 
v isito rs fo r swimming, bo ating, skiing 
and fishing. Bluegill, bass, tro ut and 
catfish abo und in the lake. 
Lake Mead was named in ho no r o f 
Dr. Elwo o d Mead, co mmissio ner o f 
reclamatio n fro m 19 24 to 19 36 . 
Originally named Bo ulder Dam, 
Ho o v er Dam was renamed to ho no r 
President Herbert Ho o v er. 
Because o f the y early flo o ding o f the 
Co lo rado Riv er, there was a need fo r 
its regulatio n. Representativ es o f the 
Co lo rado Riv er Basin signed a pact in 
1922 fo r co nstructio n to use the riv er’s 
natural reso urces. 
Co ngress passed in 1928 the Bo ulder 
Cany o n Pro ject Act which autho rized 
the co nstructio n o f Ho o v er Dam. 
Because o f Ho o v er Dam, there has 
nev er been a flo o d o r dro ught in the 
area it serv es since its co mpletio n.

If approved, Columbus 
Children’s would become the first 
community hospital in the country to 
experiment with the drug. 
Later this month Dr. Sherard plans 
to go to Birmingham, England, to 
discuss SV with the leading expert, Dr. 
Peter Jeavons. 


Sherard’s FDA proposal will outline 
a test period of 18 months to two years, 
he said. He would test it first with 
young patients whose epileptic 
seizures have not been controlled by 
any available therapy. Then, “I would 
start using it as the first drug.” 
The only present SV study is being 
done by the National Institute of 
Health in Bethesda, Md. 
Abbott Laboratories has been 
licensed to investigate the drug since 
1974, but SV is not expected to be 
available to U.S. patients for at least 
two more years. 
“There is little or no doubt this is 
probably the drug of choice in 
generalized epilepsy,” Sherard said. 
“Its been around since 1971, and is in 
use in England, France, South 
America and Canada.” 
Sherard said SV has been effective 
alone or with other drugs in controlling 
epileptic seizures. It has few side ef­ 
fects “and has not caused one fatality 
among

receiving it.”

Hoover Dam 
Engineering 
W onder

Hoover Dam, located in Black 
Canyon between Nevada and Arizona, 
is considered one of this country’s 
seven modern civil engineer wonders. 
This arch gravity dam was com­ 
pleted in 1935 and still holds the honor 
of being the Western Hemisphere’s 
highest concrete dam. It stands 726 
feet high. 
Its reservoir, Lake Mead, extends 
nearly 115 miles into the canyon and is 
this country’s largest man made lake. 
The reservoir has a shoreline of 550 
miles, a depth of 500 feet and 26,100,000 
acre-feet of water. 
The water stored by this dam 
provides irrigation for over 750,000 
acres in parts of southern California 
and Arizona. The lake contains two 
years average Colorado River flow. 
Electricity generated at the power 
plant at the base of the dam provides 
electricity for Nevada, Arizona and 
California. 
Otherwise unusable, the desert lands 
of California and Arizona were con­ 
verted to rich farmlands by the dam, 
producing fruits and vegetables. The 
average income amounts to hundreds 
of dollars per acre. 
In one year, Hoover Dam and Lake 
Mead attracts over five million 
visitors for swimming, boating, skiing 
and fishing. Bluegill, bass, trout and 
catfish abound in the lake. 
Lake Mead was named in honor of 
Dr. Elwood Mead, commissioner of 
reclamation from 1924 £o 1936. 
Originally named Boulder Dam, 
Hoover Dam was renamed to honor 
President Herbert Hoover. 
Because of the yearly flooding of the 
Colorado River, there was a need for 
its regulation. Representatives of the 
Colorado River Basin signed a pact in 
1922 for construction to use the river’s 
natural resources. 
Congress passed in 1928 the Boulder 
Canyon Project Act which authorized 
the construction of Hoover Dam. 
Because of Hoover Dam, there has 
never been a flood or drought in the 
area it serves since its completion.

DENVER (AP) — The great steeple 
chase is under way.

Claude King still 
wants your daughter. 
For 15 years, King has been singing 
about the gun-toting dowers and his 
pretty young daughter in the 
melodious 
ballad 
“ Wolverton 
Mountain.” 
The mountain melodrama continues 
because a rejuvenated King has re­ 
recorded and re-released the 1962 song 
that sold 3 million copies. 
“The record was still selling and we 
felt it should be recut,” the lanky King 
said after a recent recording session. 
“Johnny Cash recut ‘Folsom Prison 
Blues’ and it did better the second 
time.” 
“The arrangement is a little dif­ 
ferent,” he said. “It’s a modem, fresh 
sound. They did some things I liked 
with the drums and guitars. But we 
didn’t change it so much that people 
will be offended.” 
In the 15 years since the gentlemanly 
King made the song a classic, it’s been 
recorded on albums by dozens of ar­ 
tists, including Bing Crosby and Nat 
King Cole. 
“I wish I had a way of finding out all 
the people who have recorded it,” said 
King, who lives in Shreveport, La. 
“Years ago, way over IOO had 
recorded it. My great-grandchildren 
will get checks from it. It’s a standard 
like ‘Stardust.’” 
The song stayed on the charts for a 
year and was No. I for months in 
Japan, Sweden, Denmark, South 
Africa and Germany. 
“The song meant everything to me,” 
King reflected. “Who knows what 
might have happened to me. It opened 
up avenues. 
“When I do a show, the people 
usually start yellin’ for it. I usually do 
it twice; I do it and get it out of the 
way, then repeat it later.” 
King, 44, just began recording again 
after a two-year hiatus. He’s on a 
lesser-known label now after 14 years 
with a major company. 
“I’ve never had this much ambition 
and enthusiasm,” he said. “I have a 
fresh outlook on everything. It’s like a 
guy taking a vacation. You get back 
and you’ve got the enthusiasm. That’s 
the way to describe myself. 
“You can get lost in the shuffle on a 
big label, but here you feel like you 
belong, like you’re wanted.” 
There will be no major changes in 
his style. 
“I’ve always been partial to ballads 
and good story songs. It’s what I really 
like. I guess it’s because I was raised 
in the country and country people had 
a hard life. These songs relate to 
people and say it pretty well. 
“ ‘Wolverton Mountain” was a true 
story. Sometimes these things are just 
waiting for you to use ’em.” 
King, who once drove Hank 
Williams’ touring bus, has just 
released an album of his greatest hits. 
Besides “Wolverton Mountain,” they

MODESTO, Calif. (AP) - Inter­ 
national charities which try to nourish 
people in starving nations often fight a 
losing battle, but one group has a 
method that comes close to providing a 
perpetual source of food. 
When a Heifer Project International 
plane lands in an underdeveloped 
country, a herd of cows strolls down 
the ramp. 
The theory is to provide unending 
sustenance, according to Bill Peck, 
director of Heifer’s Pacific Central 
Regional Office here. He said farm 
machinery and equipment may break 
down, crops may fail, supplies of food 
and medicine may run out ... 
“But cows give milk until they die, 
provide offspring to keep up the supply 
and serve as catalysts around which 
community development can happen.” 
Heifer’s 40-year-history abounds 
with examples that support Beck’s 
claim. Cattle shipped to the Japanese 
island of Hokkaido in the early 1960s 
spawned that country’s booming dairy 
industry, Beck said. 
And on a smaller but no less 
dramatic level, IO head of cattle flown 


to a mountain village near Pusan, 
Korea, several years ago have grown 
to a herd of 300, triggering con­ 
struction of a milk products plant that 
revived the area’s economy. 
Now a $2.5 million-a-year operation 
that has sent 58,000 head into 96 
countries, Heifer Project International 
grew out of one clergyman’s haunting 
memory of starving Spanish civil war 
refugees. 
Dan West, who died in 1970 at age 76, 
said he founded the organization 
because he could not shake the sight of 
a young girl dying of tuberculosis who 
might have been saved had she had 
enough milk. 
That grim symbol of global hunger 
made him dedicate his life to providing 
as much of the world as possible with 
nature’s most perfect food. 
Besides the regional office here, 
West opened branches in Plymouth, 
Mass., Goshen, Ind., El Monte, Calif., 
and Heifer’s world headquarters in 
Little Rock, Ark. 
A national staff of about 20 ad­ 
ministrators and “an army of 
volunteers” administer Heifer, Beck 


said. Revenue comes primarily from 
fund-raising efforts of the mission 
boards of various churches, and 
donors have been generous. 


“Some people have told me, this is 
my best charity dollar,” Beck said. 
“They know nobody can take a piece of 
a cow and use it for his own gain.” 


Although Heifer got its name for 
delivering cattle, the organization also 
transports goats, sheep, poultry, honey 
bees, pigs and rabbits. Last year 
shipments took animals to 26 foreign 
nations and 14 states. In this country 
Heifer specializes in launching beef 
cattle projects on Indian reservations. 


Beck said Heifer depends on its 
contacts to alert the organization to a 
region’s needs. Applications for Heifer 
animals begin when a missionary, 
Peace Corps worker or Heifer 
representative 
demonstrates 
a 
region’s need. The foreign contact then 
prepares his community before the 
animals are shipped by teaching 
recipients how to care for them.

A 1969 state law required all local 
governments to fluoridate water 
unless residents exempted the com­ 
munity by referendum. Dayton took on 
vote, and the courts ruled that a 1965 
charter amendment, approved by 
voters, which prohibited fluoridation 
did not exempt the city from the state - 
law.

Shaken by the Lockheed payoff 
scandal and growing public distaste 
for their close ties with big business, 
the Liberal-Democrats lost their 
majority in the lower house in the 
election last December. They main­ 
tained control of the government by 
persuading eight independents to join 
them. 
The Lockheed scandal became 
almost a nonissue in the current 
lackluster, three-week campaign as 
candidates on all sides either played it 
down or avoided it entirely. But other 
polls showed that 70 per cent of those 
questioned believe the whole story has 
not come out yet. 
The Liberal-Democrats’ firm hold on 
the Diet began to loosen in the last 
upper house election three years ago. 
They ended up with a total of 126 seats, 
or exactly half the membership. This 
time they are expected to lose five 
seats to the New Liberal Club, a 
splinter group formed by younger 
Liberal-Democrats fed up with their 
elders. 
The members of the upper house, or 
House of Councillors, are elected for 
six-year terms. They can delay 
legislation approved by the House of 
Representatives by voting it down, but 
a two-thirds vote in the lower house 
overrides the veto. Since the Liberal- 
Democrats no longer have that 
majority, loss of their majority in the 
upper house could cause trouble for 
government legislation.

MIDDLETOWN, Ohio (AP) - Drug 
enforcement officials in this city of 
52,000 are concerned with factors that 
make Middletown “a drawing card for 
the hard drug business” in south­ 
western Ohio. 


Residents were stunned this week 
when federal investigators uncovered 
a major heroin distribution operation 
that used a Middletown jewelry store 
as its hub. 


Thirteen of 37 persons arrested by 
federal agents in a wave of secret 
indictments dealing with hard drugs 
and stolen property came from the 
Middletown area. 


“There are factors that might make 
Middletown a drawing card for the 
hard drug business,” said Middletown 
Police Chief Russell Dwyer.

geographical proximity to Cincinnati 
and Dayton, two of the largest cities in 
the state, he said. 


“We have a good financial base, a 
good racial mix; the city is a good 
industrial city with high-paying jobs 
for young people; and we’re close to 
metropolitan areas, with easy access 
to interstate highways,” Dwyer said, 
said. 


A Cincinnati drug enforcement of­ 
ficer, who requested anonymity, 
agrees with Dwyer.

Not everyone believes Middletown 
has become a hard drug haven. 
City Commissioner James Saunders, 
whose son died of a heroin overdose in 
1974, rejects that contention. 
“I don’t think things are any worse 
in Middletown than in any other city. 
There’s heroin rings in every city in 
the country. I just think our law en­ 
forcement officers should be com­ 
plimented for their efforts here,” 
Saunders said.

'Lifeline' Bill Falls 
To Political Intrigue 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 26- 
year-old sponsor of a defeated bill to 
provide elderly and handicapped 
Ohioans with discounts on their winter 
heating bills plans to incorporate the 
proposal in a separate bill and return it 
to the House floor. 
Rep. Dennis Eckart, D-18 Euclid, 
coupled the disclosure Thursday with a 
stinging attack on House Minority 
Leader Charles F. Kurfess, who he 
blamed for blocking reconsideration of 
the modified ‘‘lifeline” bill. 
House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
D-89 New Boston, joined in the 
unusually harsh attack on Kurfess, his 
Republican counterpart, and Gov. 
James A. Rhodes urged both sides to 
resolve their differences and pass a 
bill. 
Rhodes’ unsolicited comment on a 
legislative matter, not before him, was 
also unusual. 
The bill technically died as the 
House recessed for the weekend, with 
the passage of three legislative days 
allowed 
for' reconsideration 
of 
defeated measures. 
To reconsider, Eckart needed at 
least three of the Republicans who 
voted against the bill to sign a petition 
for a second vote. He had two, one of 
whom agreed to make the motion, he 
said, but backed off under pressure 
from the GOP leadership. 
‘‘Kurfess’ playing politics with the 
elderly and needy of Ohio smacks as 
one of the most repugnant moves of a 
minority leader,” Eckart said. “ I am 
confident that the people of Ohio will 
recognize Charles Kurfess’ actions for 
what they are; a self-proclaimed 
political minister preaching the gospel 
for big business.” 
Riffe, who like Kurfess, R-83 
Perrysburg, is eyeing a run for 
governor, was even sharper in his 
criticism . 
Riffe claim ed Kurfess ‘‘twisted 
several of his colleagues arms to 
prevent a reconsideration vote.” 
‘‘It was a senseless act. It was an 
indifferent act,” the Dem ocratic 
leader said. ‘‘It was conceived and 
executed by a political figure and 
certain of his colleagues whose time 
has passed.” 
Kurfess called the barbs ‘‘political 
childishness” and said he had been 
amenable to a compromise on the 
legislation. 
But he said he had not been ap­ 
proached directly by Riffe or Eckart 
on the matter of reconsidering the bill. 
The parliam entary device that 
defeated the measure was not planned 
in advance by the Republican caucus, 


Kurfess said, but resulted from GOP 
anger over the ‘‘blatant, arrogant 
attitude” of Riffe in regulating floor 
debate. 


Eckart said the legislation offering a 
25 per cent discount for the aged and 
handicapped on gas or electric bills 
would be incorporated in a separate 
measure and returned to the floor. 
That apparently is Rhodes’ hope. 


‘‘Failure to pass legislation in this 
area will compound the misery of 
elderly and disabled Ohioans,” he said 
in a statement. “ I hope that the House, 
which defeated one proposal...will 
agree on legislation to provide relief as 
soon as possible.”

The documents cover 
Ford’s 25 years in Congress, his tenure 
as vice president, and his 2Mz-year 
presidency. 
Ford’s White House years account 
for about 
17.6 million pages of 
documents, which ultimately w ill be 
housed in a presidential library at the 
University of Michigan. 
It w ill take a staff of 14 to sort and 
catalogue the Ford papers to prepare 
them for public use. Only documents 
that bear on national security or in­ 
fringe on personal privacy are to be 
sealed. 
Nixon’s presidential papers run to 42 
million pages, in addition to the 880 
reels of tape that record some 5,000 
hours of White House conversation. 
Nixon claims ownership, as have past 
presidents, but the Supreme Court has 
ruled that the government properly 
has custody and control of 
his 
documents and tapes. 
The official documents include a 
broad assortment of papers, from 
various executive agencies, that make 
up the record of a presidency. Those 
records seem to be growing longer 
with each administration.

Wussler, who during a 15- 
year stint as a CBS News 
producer helped prepare

Kennedy’s 
assassination, says 
CBS 
News won’t be asked to say if 
the show should or shouldn't 
air. 
But he says if there’s any 
doubt about the film’s ac­ 
curacy, its broadcast — 
scheduled for next spring — 
will be delayed and correc­ 
tions made, or it will be 
postponed indefinitely. 
He said “ Dallas” is based 
in large part on the Warren 
R eport, which found that 
Oswald acted alone in killing 
Kennedy. 
But he said involving CBS 
News in a review of this 
basically 
entertainment 
project wasn't prompted by 
fears of “ fairness time” 
demands from critics who 
dispute the report’s findings. 
“ No, it was not,” he said by 
phone from New York. “ It 
was prompted by our viewing 
of docu-dramas of other 
networks that we felt were 
major 
steps 
toward 
a 
revisionist theory of history.” 


He also said he didn’t want 
children who watch docu- 
dramas to grow up with an 
erroneous view of history, 
noting that when kids see 
things on the tube “they think 
that’s the real world. 
“ If we start doing historical 
things and we’re loose with 
the facts, I think it’s going to 
come back and haunt us, both 
from TV critics and people in 
the government.” 
Wussler, the only current 
network head with a news 
background, was asked if a 
CBS News review of docu- 
dramas will become the 
network’s standard operating 
procedure for such programs.

CBS 
News won’t be asked to say if 
the show should or shouldn’t 
air. 
But he says if there’s any 
doubt about the film’s ac­ 
curacy, its broadcast — 
scheduled for next spring — 
will be delayed and correc­ 
tions made, or it will be 
postponed indefinitely. 
He said “Dallas” is based 
in large part on the Warren 
Report, which found that 
Oswald acted alone in kilting 
Kennedy. 
But he said involving CBS 
News in a review of this 
basically 
entertainment 
project wasn’t prompted by 
fears of “ fairness tim e” 
demands from critics who 
dispute the report’s findings. 
“No, it was not,” he said by 
phone from New York. “It 
was prompted by our viewing 
of docu-dramas of other 
networks that we felt were 
major 
steps 
toward 
a 
revisionist theory of history.” 


He also said he didn’t want 
children who watch docu­ 
dramas to grow 14) with an 
erroneous view of history, 
noting that when kids see 
things on the tube “they think 
that’s the real world. 
“If we start doing historical 
things and we’re loose with 
the facts, I think it’s going to 
come bagk and haunt us, both 
from TV critics and people in 
the government.” 
Wussler, the only current 
network head with a news 
background, was asked if a 
CBS News review of docu­ 
dramas will become the 
network’s standard operating 
procedure for such programs.

(AP) — The ho rn 
that o ften means disaster blared three 
times at abo ut 1:30 a.m. in the do r­ 
mito ry o f the Danbury Fire Depart­ 
ment. 
Captain Anto nio l^garto and his 
crew jumped o ut o f their beds and into 
their bo o ts and raced to the wo rst fire 
in the histo ry o f the federal priso n 
sy stem. 
"Help us! Get us o ut o f here! Ov er 
here!” inmates y elled to the firemen 
fro m the small steel-frame windo ws in 
Do rmito ry G, a drug treatment unit at 
the Federal Co rrectio nal Institutio n in 
Danbury . 
Fiv e inmates died and 71 perso ns 
suffered bums o r smo ke inhalatio n in 
the flames, thick smo ke and to x ic 
fumes that swept the o v ercro wded 
cellblo ck do rmito ry Thursday — the 
37th anniv ersary o f the fo rmal o pening 
o f the medium-security priso n. 
The fire had started at least 13 
minutes befo re the fire ho rn blared. 
A fiv e-man bo ard o f inquiry fro m the 
U.S. Bureau o f Priso ns was to co nv ene 
to day to inv estigate the time lag. 


Autho rities said the fire was caused 
by arso n, but had no suspects in 
custo dy and did no t kno w o f any 
mo tiv e. 
Billy 0. Dav is, asso ciate warden, 


and Capt. Lagarto denied the co n­ 
tentio n o f so me inmates that the fire 
was caused by an electrical malfunc­ 
tio n in the do rmito ry washro o m. 
"Initial findings indicate that the 
fire started in a field jacket hanging in 
the washro o m area,” Dav is said. 
"Fire by accidental cause has been 
eliminated." 
Dav is said a preliminary in­ 
v estigatio n indicated that the fire 
spread rapidly to the ceiling o f the 
do rmito ry , fanning heav y smo ke. He 
said that inmates and priso n staff 
members tried unsuccessfully to 
ex tinguish the fire. 
The inmates also charge that guards 
refused to o pen ex its fro m the do r­ 
mito ry immediately because they 
were mo re co ncerned abo ut security 
than safety , causing delay s in the 
ev acuatio n. 
Dav is ackno wledged a delay in 
o pening the emergency ex it do o r but 
denied that it was intentio nal. 
"Inmates so unded the alarm at the 
unit and staff members o n duty at­ 
tempted to unlo ck the emergency 
ro o m do o r upo n seeing that fire had 
bro ken o ut in the v icinity o f the en­ 
trance unit,” Dav is said. "Ho wev er, 
the emergency ex it do o r jammed due 
to the pressure o f inmates try ing to get 
o ut and the key bro ke in the do o r.”

3 Children Die; 
Didn't See Train 


HUNTINGTON PARK, Calif. (AP) 
— It’s a sight dreaded by ev ery train 
engineer — kids o n the tracks, heads 
do wn. 
liarry Van Daele was pulling his 15- 
car freight to ward its ho me y ard after 
a daily run to Lo s Angeles harbo r 
Thursday when he spo tted fo ur 
children, hand in hand, idly stepping 
fro m tie to tie, a Unio n pacific 
spo kesman said. 
Slo wly , they came to ward him. 
He so unded his diesel's shrill 
whistle. But they kept co ming. 
He so unded the whistle again and 
threw o n the emergency brake. 
The train slo wed, but o nly gradually . 
Brakeman Maurice Dieu leaped 
fro m the train, running and wav ing at 
the kids. The railro ad said the freight 
was trav eling at less than the 20 m.p.h 
train y ard speed limit. 
"But the fo ur o f them, they were 
lo o king directly do wn at the ties," said 
Dieu. 
He said he climbed o nto the platfo rm 
in fro nt o f the engine. 
"I tho ught, well, may be my v o ice 
might carry ... I hav e no idea why they 
didn’t hear the whistle.” 
Three o f the children were killed o n 
the rails as the train gro und to a sto p. 
The fo urth was critically injured. 
No o ne kno ws why they didn’t mo v e. 
"The brakeman go t o ut and wav ed 
Congressional • . • 


and ho llered and ev ery thing else,” 
said Unio n Pacific spo kesman Jo hn 
Fo rbes. “ Hav e y o u ev er heard a diesel 
whistle? It turns y o u blue.” 
But Van Daele "was pushing a 
tho usand to ns 
He tried, but trains 
do n’t sto p like auto mo biles,” Fo rbes 
said. 


"Befo re we identified them, we 
tho ught they might be handicapped," 
Fo rbes said o f the children, "We 
tho ught they might be deaf.” 
Amanda Lack, 7; her 6-y ear-o ld 
bro ther J aso n, 6; and J ulie Kline, 10, 
were killed. J ulie’s 8 -y ear-o id sister 
Ho lly was listed in "ex tremely 
critical” co nditio n at St. Francis 
Ho spital after undergo ing emergency 
surgery . 


On their way ho me fro m a mo rning 
in the park o n a ho t summer day , they 
had decided to sto p at the trainy ard in 
this largely industrial suburb. 
"They use it as a play gro und, un­ 
fo rtunately ” Fo rbes said. “ There are 
kids all o v er.

Time Lag Probed 
In Prison Blaze 


DANBURY, Conn. (AP) — The horn 
that often means disaster blared three 
times at about 1:30 a.m. in the dor­ 
mitory of the Danbury Fire Depart­ 
ment. 


Captain Antonio Lagarto and his 
crew jumped out of their beds and into 
their boots and raced to the worst fire 
in the history of the federal prison 
system. 
“Help us! Get us out of here! Over 
here!” inmates yelled to the firemen 
from the small steel-frame windows in 
Dormitory G, a drug treatment unit at 
the Federal Correctional Institution in 
Danbury. 
Five inmates died and 71 persons 
suffered bums or smoke inhalation in 
the flames, thick smoke and toxic 
fumes that swept the overcrowded 
cellblock dormitory Thursday — the 
37th anniversary of the formal opening 
of the medium-security prison. 
The fire had started at least 13 
minutes before the fire horn blared. 
A five-man board of inquiry from the 
U.S. Bureau of Prisons was to convene 
today to investigate the time lag. 


Authorities said the fire was caused 
by arson, but had no suspects in 
custody and did not know of any 
motive. 
Billy 0. Davis, associate warden, 
Storms Don't . . • 


and Capt. Lagarto denied the con­ 
tention of some inmates that the fire 
was caused by an electrical malfunc­ 
tion in the dormitory washroom. 
“Initial findings indicate that the 
fire started in a field jacket hanging in 
the washroom area,” Davis said. 
“Fire by accidental cause has been 
eliminated.” 
Davis said a preliminary 
in­ 
vestigation indicated that the fire 
spread rapidly to the ceiling of the 
dormitory, fanning heavy smoke. He 
said that inmates and prison staff 
members tried unsuccessfully to 
extinguish the fire. 
The inmates also charge that guards 
refused to open exits from the dor­ 
mitory immediately 
because they 
were more concerned about security 
than safety, causing delays in the 
evacuation. 
Davis acknowledged a delay in 
opening the emergency exit door but 
denied that it was intentional. 
“Inmates sounded the alarm at the 
unit and staff members on duty at­ 
tempted to unlock the emergency 
room door upon seeing that fire had 
broken out in the vicinity of the en­ 
trance unit,” Davis said. “However, 
the emergency exit door jammed due 
to the pressure of inmates trying to get 
out and the key broke in the door.”

3 Children Die; 
Didn't See Train 


HUNTINGTON PARK, Calif. (AP) 
— It’s a sight dreaded by every train 
engineer — kids on the tracks, heads 
down. 
Larry Van Daele was pulling his 15- 
car freight toward its home yard after 
a daily run to Los Angeles harbor 
Thursday when he spotted four 
children, hand in hand, idly stepping 
from tie to tie, a Union pacific 
spokesman said. 
Slowly, they came toward him. 
He sounded his diesel’s shrill 
whistle. But they kept coming. 
He sounded the whistle again and 
threw on the emergency brake. 
The train slowed, but only gradually. 
Brakeman Maurice Dieu leaped 
from the train, running and waving at 
the kids. The railroad said the freight 
was traveling at less than the 20 m.p.h 
train yard speed limit. 
“But the four of them, they were 
looking directly down at the ties,” said 
Dieu. 
He said he climbed onto the platform 
in front of the engine. 
“I thought, well, maybe my voice 
might carry... I have no idea why they 
didn’t hear the whistle.” 
Three of the children were killed on 
the rails as the train ground to a stop. 
The fourth was critically injured. 
No one knows why they didn’t move. 
“The brakeman got out and waved 
Congressional • • • 


and hollered and everything else,” 
said Union Pacific spokesman John 
Forbes. “Have you ever heard a diesel 
whistle? It turns you blue.” 
But Van Daele “was pushing a 
thousand tons ... He tried, but trains 
don’t stop like automobiles,” Forbes 
said. 


“Before we identified them, we 
thought they might be handicapped,” 
Forbes said of the children. “We 
thought they might be deaf.” 
Amanda Lack, 7; her 6-year-old 
brother Jason, 6; and Julie Kline, IO, 
were killed.
